Tullytown Canning Company 


At the conclusion of the two days' 


trial of the Prlcket-Wharton case the 
case of Tullytown Canning company 
vs. Buc'is County Mutual Insurance 
company was tried. 


The Tullytown Canning company In- 


sured its building In tho Bucks Coun- 
ty Mutual Insurance company on June 
9, 1904, for Jl.BOO. Policies also were 
issued by other insurance companies 
to the canning company." A flre oc- 
curred In October, 190C. Involving a 
loss to the canning company of $7,- 
000. Other companies paid but 
tho 


Bucks County Mutual Insurance com- 
pany refused, and 
this 
suit 
was 


brought to recover the sum due on the 
»UOO policy. 


William A. Johnson, of Tullytown, 


president of the canning company, 
was called to testify, Imt before he 
was permitted to do so, It became In- 
cumbent upon the plaintiff company 
to show its corporate existence. At- 
torney Harry J. Shoemaker stated that 
the company had been <luly Incorpor- 
ated In the state of New Jersey and 
was qualified to do business in Penn- 
sylvania. The charter, Mr. Shoemaker 
said, was burned in the nre. John C. 
Swartley, Esq., Attorney for the de- 
fendant company entered a 
special 


ulea at bar on the ground that 
tho 


Tullytown Canning company was a 
foreign corporation without authority 
to do business in Pennsylvania, and 
Attorney Shoemaker, for the canning 
company, pleaded surprise" and 
the 


case Was continued. 


The Wheeler Damage Trial 


The first cose taken up for trial on 


Friday morning was that of James 
Wheeler vs. the Artesian Ice com- 
pany, in a suit for $10,000 damages for 
alleged Injuries. 


Grim & Grim, Esqs., represented the 


plaintiff and

The case originated from an acci- 


dent that occurred on May 19, 1900. 
when the plaintiff was engaged In stor- 
ing ice for the Artesian Ice company 
at Bristol. 
He was working In the 


night time when no one was nearby 
but an engineer. The tup of the ico 
box gave way, falling on him and per- 
manently Injured him. 


James Wheeler, the defendant, tes- 


tified that he worked from May, 1905, 
to May 19, 1900, for the Artesian Ice 
company, of Bristol. Tho plant is lo- 
cated within a fourth of a mile of the 
town. 
He said he was permanently 


Injured while working for the com- 
pany on the night of May 19, 1906. 
Mr. Wheeler described the process of 
making Ice and said it was stored 
In an Ice box. 


Mr. Wheeler claimed $10,000 for his 


Injuries. 


J. R. Qrayson; of West Chester, tes- 


tified that when he and some others 
were playing ball, they received a call 
for help from the Artesliin Ice plant, 
and upon arriving there, found Mr. 
Wheeler injured. 
He was so badly 


hurt that when an attempt was made 
^to carry him 'away Els pulns were so 
S.reat that he told them to let him 
rest Superintendent Brehn came and 
went Into the building and upon com- 
ing out asked Wheeler whether he 
was injured very badly. The rafters 
'appeared to be damp and rotten. The 
ice house looked as though it had been 
built a long time ago. 


Thomas D. Smith, of West Philadel- 


phia, who was playing ball with the 
other young men, testified that they 
were summoned to the Ice plant as 
someone had been injured. They found 
Wheeler badly injured. 
Mr. 
Smith 


corroborated the other witnesses as 
to what was done with the Injured 
man. 


W. S. Dodd, of Bristol, testified he 


saw the injured man and saw dust 
on the broken ujwn roof, but dl.l not 
examine the cause of the accident. 


William Bault, of Bristol, testified 


that he came by on horseback at the 
time of the accident and was told to 
fetch Superintendept Brehn, which ho 
did. Wheeler appeared to be In good 
physical condition before the accident. 


Medical Testimony 


Dr. A. S. Wilson, of Bristol, a prac- 


ticing physician for 26 years, testified 
that he found Wheeler outside of the 
building suffering considerable pain. 
He made a hasty examination 
and 


concluded that the hospital was the 
place for him. Last Saturday 
Dr. 


Wilson examined Wheeler again. He 
found his reflex muscles In normal 
condition. 
On the back^ however, he 


found a bony mass as a 'rosult of the 
last four dorsal vertebrae being In- 
jured, The four dorsal bcuei are now 
In a fixed mass. It Injures him from 
stooping or straightening himself. In 
his present condition he Is not able 
to do any bard manual labor. It can't 
be told, said Dr. Wilson, whether his. 
present condition will Improve. 


Dr. Frank B. Swartzlander, of Doy- 


lestown, testified that upon examining 
James Wheeler he found him to be 5 
feet 6% Inches In height and a normal 
condition throughout the system, ex- 
cepting a deformed condition In the 
back. 
He found the 
whole 
mass 


about the eleventh and twelfth dorsal 
vertebra to be in a solid condition. 
It causes him to be. hump-backed, be- 
cause it shortens the backbone and 
causes the front of the abdomen to 
protrude. It Injures the first and nec- 
ond lumbar vertebra. 
HI 3 condition 


is permanent and may improve or 
may get worse In time. 
" Dr. Swartzla.""ler took the vertebra 
of a human being and showed what 
position the vertebra of Wheeler's 
back was now occupying. 
The posi- 


tion of these vertebra would not nec- 
essarily produce paralysis. The lower 
down the Injury Is the lose likelihood 
then Is of paralysis. There must be 
pressure on a cord to produce paraly- 
aia. 
Wheeler cannot walk: straight 


to have originated from an accident. 
"In my opinion," said Dr. Groom, "he 
was not suffering as a result ol the 
•accident when I examined him list 
Saturday." 


On cross-examination 
Dr. 
Groom 


said, "In my opinion Dr. Swartzlander 
Is mistaken." He said he "could not 
conceive of such a condition as waa 
described." 
He thought the 
lower 


dorsal of the vertebra was the one 
injured and that the lumbar vertebra 
were not injured. 
He Bald he relig- 


iously believed that the lump was 
on Wheeler's back before the acci- 
dent occurred. 


Evening Session. 


Dr. William C. LeCompte, of Bris- 


tol, testified that he examined Wheel- 
er at the time of the accident and 
found the muscular reflexea of his 
limbs to bo In a normal state. By 
holding his eyes shut and touching 
him with an Instrument there was no 
place where he was not normally sen- 
sitive. 


Dr. LeCompte said the deformity 


Wheeler has on his back is a typhosls 
on the lower dorsal vertebra. He waa 
able to walk fast, kick as high as a 
man's chin and stand nearly erect 
His deformity does not hinder his d» 
Ing manual labor, excepting where it 
would come In contact with the de- 
formed parts. Dr. LeCompte said in 
his opinion the deformity was not due 
to Injury at the accident. A fracture 
made at the time 
of the accident 


would have very likely resulted in pa- 
ralysis. 
The shortening of his sta- 


ture 1% Incnes would have resulted 
In paralysis. 


Cross Examination 


On cross-examination Dr. LeCompte 


admitted that all 
the 
examination 


amounted to was to show that there 
was no pressure on the --spinal cord. 
Wheeler was a soldier in the United 
States army In the Spanish-American 
war and Dr. LeCompte thought it pos- 
sible for a man as much under size 
as Wheeler is and a lump on his back 
as Wheeler has to get into the army. 
Dr. LeCompte gave various 
causes 


which might have given origin to the 
>,??rm.lts'- 
He was of the °P<nlon 


that the deformity could not have re- 
sulted from the accident since nb 
paralysis developed. 


Dr. Abbott's Evidence 


Dr. Joseph Abbott, of Bristol, testi- 


fied that he examined James Wheeler 
in Dr. Groom's office, Bristol, on Oc- 
tober 19 last. He found the various 
reflexes normal. 
The deformity lit 


wheeler's back was welded together 
into a mass, called a typhosls. 
It 


could not have been a result of the 
accident of May 19, 1906, as such 
an Injury could not have 
occurred 


without exertting a pressure on the 
spinal cord and causing paralysis in 
both legs. 
Dr. Abbott said In his 


opinion the deformity or typhosis was 
not due to the accident of May 19 
1900. 
Such a typhosls does not al- 


ways originate from an injury 
His 


condition does not Interfere with his 
performing manual labor. 


On cross-examination Dr. 
Abbott 


with this condition, and had he been 
in this condition be could not have' 
handled cakes of ice weighing 300 
pounds. 


Dr. Swartzlander gave it as his 


opinion that the paralytic stroke suf- 
fered by Wheeler at the time ot the 
accident was not necessarily fatal. 
He cited the case of Mist: Overtoil, 
which he had hi his practice and said 
she had entirely recovered. 


Defendant's Testimony 


- - The plaintiff closed its case at five 
o'clock and the defense opened. In 
order 
to accommodate 
Dr. E. 
J. 


Groom, ot Bristol, lie was called first. 
After examining Wheeler, Dr. Groom 
laid he was satisfied he was not suf- 
fering from any ailment originating 
in the spine. He could.wallc and kick 
that day as well as any num. The 
hump on his back Is not due to any 
accident Dr. Groom said lie couldn't 
awe how nor could he believe that 
snch an aociaent could happen to the 
•pine without a total paralysis ot the 
J*mt ltak..«i th* iKXjr. \0r.

said that Wheeler at the present time 
was capable or handling 300 pound 
cakea of ice. He Bays he knows of 
a similar case In Bristol, where -a 
young man of 20 years is afflicted 
but moves without braces 


Louis R. Vandegrift, 
of 
Bristol, 


testified that he constructed the room 
.or ice house seven years ago. He 
described the entire makeup of the 
room and said the material used was 


Saturday Morning Session. 


- A session of court -.as held on Sat- 
urday morning to conclude the case 
of James Wheeler vs. the Artesian 
Ice company. 
John Brehn, superin- 


tendent of the plant, was called by 
the defense and testified tha'. he was 
present when the storage room was 
built. In describing the room he said 
it was entireely closed with boards on 
the five sides, not counting the floor 
Superintendent, Brehn. thought it was 
an easy matter to put the ice into'the 
room, as you would simply lay a cake 
on Its side and it would slide In by 
Itself. It must then be' set upon its 
end. 
Superintendent Brehn said he 


Inspected tho room at various times 
and walked over the root a half dozen 
times in 1900 before the accident hap- 
pened. He was in the storage room 
about twenty-Bve times a day. On 
the evening of the accident he was ID 
the room about an hour before it oc- 
curred. 
There was no sign of'any- 


thing being wrong. 


When Superintendent Brehn 
waa 


in the room an hour before the acci- 
dent, Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Snyder 
wore there. He then instructed them 
about work and left. In an hour he 
heard of the accident and proceeded 
at once to the building, where he cut 
electric wires to 
avoid flre, and 


shut oit the pump. He then went to 
Mr. Wheeler and found the doctors 
had recommended him to be taken 
to a hospital. Mr. Brehn accompan- 
ied him to the hospital. In a conver- 
sation Wheeler said he had not no- 
ticed anything wrong about the room, 
and Mr. Brehn said he responded to 
him that he also noticed nothing, or 
he would not have gone In himself 
a half hour at a time. 
Mr. Brehn 


denied admitting to Wheeler that the 
room was in a dangerous, condition. 
He said Wheeler complained of pain 
In his left leg, and tbat that constitu- 
ted all the conversation that took 
place on the train, as there was not 
much time ,tor conversation. 


Superintendent Brehn 
said 
that 


upon examining the roof the next day 
he found the rafters all sound but 
one, which was slightly decayed. 


On crosB^examlnation Mr. Brehn ad- 


mitted that part of two, three or four 
rafters had been taken otit on the 
night after the accident, but denied 
that any part was rotten. 


Albert Snyder, Jacob H. White, An- 


drew Jackson Hlbbs 
and 
William 


Simons, employes ot the Artesian Ice 
company, and Louis J. Hellings, con- 
stable of the Third Ward of Bristol, 
testified that Wheeler's 
appearance 


was about the same now as before the 
accident, except that he was a little 
more "stooping." The four ice com- 
pany employes said they saw nothing 
wrong with the storage room. 


Verdict for Ice Co. 


Senator Grim, attorney for Wheeler, 


addressed the Jury on behalf of the 
plaintiff and Howard I. James, Esq. 


Jacob H. White, of Bristol, said he 


visited the storage room two and 
three times a day. He recollected the 
day ot the accident and said there 
was no Indication that flay that there 
was anything wrong with the root. 
His present 
condition," 
said 
Mr. 


White, "Is as good new as itj waa then 
only that he appears more stogpea 
now from carrying a csne." 


Andrew Jackson Hlbbs, of Bristol, 


employed by the Artesian Ice com- 
pany In the same' capacity as Mr. 
Wheeler, and worked in the day time 
while Mr. Wheeler worked at night, 
said: "There was no indication that 
day that the roof might, fall. He was 
rather stooped, but not Jlke he is 
now," " 


William Simon, of Bristol, testified 


that he was employed on May 19, 
1906, by the Artesian Ice company. 
He said he visited the storage room 
from^two to three times a day. On 
the day of the accident he had been 
in the room two times, but saw noth- 
ing wrong. 
The woodwork was" in 


good condition. - At half past three !n 
the morning no part of the brnken 
roof had been removed. 


Louis J. Hellings, constable of the 


Third Ward,-of Bristol, testified he 
had known James Wheeler about four 
years and had seen him'nearly every 
clay. His physical appearance is near- 
ly the same now as it was prior to 
May 19, 1900, excepting that he now 
appears a little more deformed. 


William M. Downing and N. Mor- 


gan Stephens corroborated the wit- 
nesses immediately preceding them. 


E. W. Minster, President of the 


Artesian Ice company, testified thai 
the plant, was rebuilt in the autumn 
Of 1899. "The storage room was con. 
structei in the spring of 1900. The 
construction, as 
described 
by Mr. 


Brehn, and Mr. Vandegrift was cor- 
rect," said Mr. Minster. 
The iron 


pipes were supported on hooks 
at- 


tached to the aides' ol 
the 
room. 


Whenever Mr. Minster went into the 
building he visited the storage room 
to see in what condition the ice was 
and how much was on hand. The root 
was alright, as far as he could see. 


In a conversation with 
Wheeler 


when'he returned from the hospital 
Wheeler asked him what he Intended 
doing about this matter and Mr. Min- 
ster replied that he was very sorry 
and sympathized with him very m£ch, 
but that he had seen his counsel and 
was not under any financial obliga- 
tion, but that he sympathized with 
him and would not let him want until 
he would again be able to go to work, 
even though he could not work until 
April 1. Wheeler responded to this 
that it would not do. "This," said 
Mr. Minster, "constituted all that was 
said." 
Mr. Minster denied that any 


conversation such as Mr. Wheeler said- 
had taken place. 


In another conversation he said he 


told Wheeler he would do what he 
had told him he would do, but that 
he .was under no financial obligation 
to him and told him what his attorney 
has said about it. 
Mr. Minster de- 


nied telling Wheeler that the room 
waa - unsafe and that he should not 
have gone into It. He said that-he 
told Wheeler his attorney had said 
that he (Wheeler) had contributed to 
the accident if he went Into the room 
knowing it was unsafe. Mr. Minster 
said the buildings 
were 
inspected 


every spring and fall In order to avoid 
accidents. 
He ordered his superin- 


tendent to Inspect 
frequently, and 
closely.

programme in an address delivered 
before th Itistltrte yesterday 
after- 


noon by Dorou Ureen, a member of 
the local school board. Mr. Green's 
address was as follows: 


Ladles and Gentlemen:—I come before 
you this afternoon, not as a great or noted 
professor of learning from some adjoining 
county or state, neither as a graduate from 
some college or university, but I have come 
as one wbo lias tasted of the blessings of 
an education acquired la the public schools 
of Bucks county, one who knows what the 
public schools of our county can ao for a 
hoy or girl, and one who is proud of the 
fact, that the public schools of his native 
county, are us good, the teachers us Just as 
entuulastlc and earnest, and the directors 
are as conscientious In tho performance of 
their duties, as those of any other county 
In the Keystone state. 


As I.understand the situation this after- 
noon, the teachers and directors hove gath- 
ered loirelher In Joint session for the pur- 
pose of engaging In those exercises, which 
will prove of mutual benefit to all present 
As I look Into-your faces this afternoon, 
the .thought comes Into my mind, that per- 
haps it the teachers and directors knew 
each other hotter, much of tho trouble 
which often arises, many of tho misunder- 
standings which make tho lives of teachers 
unliappy, might be obviated or overcome. I 
aa not see how a director con measure tin 
to his full stature of responsibility, unless 
he comes m close contract and association 
with tho teacher In her wort In the schools. 
Both, should co-operate with one object In 
view, ana that the betterment of the 
schools. A distinct understanding should 
exist between the teacher and director as 
to what was expected In the running of the 
school, then I think the director should 
step aside and allow the teacher absolute 
freedom In the exercise of her ow* plans 
for the government and management of her 
school. Many a good teacher Is hampered 
In tbe discharge of her duties, and many a 
schoolls demoralized by the unjust Inter- 
Terence of a director, or directors. What 
we directors of Bucks county should do, Is 
to encourage a greater respect and a higher 
regard for the educational abilities of our 
teachers, rejoice with them in their success- 
es, and stand by them like men In tho hour 
ot trial or discouragement. 


Down in Bristol, that great and only cos- 
mopolitan city In Bucks county, where we 
speak so many different languages as to re- 
semble the confusion of tongues In the con- 
struction of the Tower of Babel, Greek. He- 
brew, .Italian, Hungarian, German, Russian

or do you want to pass down the 
pathway of life, unhonored and forgotten? 
It remains with you. The responsibility 
of n teacher is groat. Tho destiny of our 
future men and women Is In your hands. 
The county, state and notion nre all look- 
Ing to you, for aid In the development of n 
higher citizenship. Tha,, mighty forces of 
Heaven ore at your command If you will 
but ask for Iheni. Let us hope that every 
teacher In the Bucks county schools, will 
try to measure up to har full stature of re- 
sponsibility, to the end. that our boys and 
girls may recolvo such instruction and have 
before them such an example of rectitude, 
as will develop the highest tvne of Christ- 
Inn citizenship, making them a credit to thp 
uatlon, an honor to the state and a bless- 
ing to the community In which they reside. 
Thero arc other qualifications which a 
teacher should possess. I think a toat-lier 
should not adhere too strictly to the text 
book, but Hlumld try to cultivate within the 
minds of tho scholars, the ability to thluk 
aud reason. I went into a school room the 
other day nnd tho teacher was Instructing 
a class In the primary grade, In addition 
and suhtrticllon.

and English, we have twenty-one depart- 
ments In our public school buildings, and n 
corps of twenty-flvc teachers, five school 
buildings, and 1050 scholars enrolled. Over 
these schools and teachers we have placed 
n superintendent, a lady of culture and abil- 
ity. We trust her to perform the work 
which Is expected of her. She fins full lib- 
erty of action In the discharge of her dut- 
ies. She attends the meetings of Hie board, 
and Is ready at all times to furnish what- 
ever information Is desired. The directors 
visit the school often, view the efforts of 
tbe teachers, drop words of encouragement 
here and there and have a most thorough 
knowledge of the work which Is being done 
In the schools. These periodical visits to 
the schools have become a pleasure to tfie 
directors and I believe, hove been, an In- 
spiration to the teachers, inasmuch as they 
know their work Is appreciated besides 
developing a closer association between'the 
teachers and directors, what Is the re- 
sult! The teacbers look upon the directors 
a* friends, not masters. Co-operation has 
displaced despotism, friendship has outdis- 
tanced acquaintanceship, and out of this 
happy condition has come Inspiration, zeal, 
and enthuslawm. .Do you wonder then, that 
we have a corps of twenty-five teachers and 
a superintendent In the Bristol schools, wbo 
are the happiest, most' contented and the 
prettiest young ladles whom you would 
meet In any of the schools of our country'! 
When. 1 accepted the Invitation to speak 
to you this afternoon, I was somewhat at a 
loss as to what line o£ thought to~pursui>. 
As I pondered over the matter, the thought 
came to me, why not simply dwell upon 
those things In connection with the sclools, 
which have come under my own personal 
observation. My addrees might not be so 
polished but It could not help but be prac- 
tical. And,so I have determined for Just 
a few minutes to speak from my own exper- 


system to me, but I realized at once, that 
that teacher was pursuing the right course 
and was laying a good foundation, because 
she wna compelling the children to think. 
. A teacher must also -possess enthusiasm 
If she ever hopes to achieve success. Un- 
less BUG is In love with her work aud has 
the ability to euthusn the children with a 
desire to learn, she had better give up her 
position, and seek a dlffcreut occupation. 
Mecuitulcal teaching in a school Is a deter- 
rent force which works havoc. What a 
teacher should guard against Is apathy and 
Indifference. 
You all remember tho story 
which pleased us so much in our childhood 
days, "glnbad, the sailor and his voyage 
into the Indian Sea." You rcmumber that 
the enchanted rock stood In the channel, 
and when his vessel drifted within the cir- 
cle of its magnetic Influence, ana after an- 
other, the nails aud bolts, were quietly 
withdrawn until at hist when the rock was 
reached the bulwark and masts collopscd 
and the sailors awoke to Qnd a watery 
grave. Teachers apathy or Indifference is 
the enchanted rock, which stands in the 
channel H-hlch leads to your success and 
merit as a teacher. If you listen to Its 
siren's call, and drift within the circle of 
Its magnetic influence, some day you will 
awaken to the fact, that your hopes are 
shipwrecked and tho future holds nothing 
In store for you but darkness and oblivion. 
Therefore, let me urge you, to flght against 
this enemy that would rob you of all that 
contributes to success In your life work. 
.Got on (Ire with enthusiasm, enthuse the 
children, create within their hearts a thirst 
for knowledge und then satisfy tbo thirst 
with deep drnughta from the wells of learn- 
ing. I shall never forget my visit to school 
sometime ago. An entertainment was being 
given by the children, and when it came 
time to sing,- the teacher stood up with a 
Mton In her hand, and froin the way she 
wielded It you might have thought she was 
n Housa, or a Victor Herbert, but her en- 
thusiasm seemed to be truunmltted to tbe 
scholars, and I never heard such singing lu 
a public school ns I heard tlmt aftoruoon. 
Uther qualifications arc necessary, many of 
which 1 might mention, hut I must not for- 
get, that tlie teachers are not the only ones 
present this afternoon. 
So I will turn my 
attention to the directors 
for Just a mo- 
ment before I close. 


I Lave always thought and still think, 
that the office of school director iu any com- 
munltv Is a position of bourn- aud dignity. 
It should be considered as outside tbe realm 
of politics, and tbe man who aspires to be- 
come a school director, to sallsfj- tile crav- 
ing of an ambition which seeks political 
preferment or aggrandisement, IB not the 
style of a man who makes a good director. 
A director should be In love with his work. 
lie should acquaint himself with n thor- 
ough knowledge of the schools In all tlielr 
workings. His attendance at the meetings 
of the board he should consider a solemn 
duty ; and shove all, he should ho a clean 
man, exemplifying In his life and conduct, 
the elements of honesty, sobrlotr aud man* 
hood. 


In his association with the teachers ho 
should act the part ot a Irue gentleman, 
gaining their confidence and respect, rather

decessors will have no bearing whatever 
upon me or my administration, for If I am 
elected to tbat office I shall personally 
guide the plough nnd turn the soil ao that 
the people of this State, when they care to 
call at that office, may see what Is under- 
neath tbe surface. I shall also see to It 
that every day, before sundown, the people 
of Pennsylvania may know the condition of 
their finances.

On the -first day of January, 
1907, there were 02,800 civil war veterans 
on the pension rolls of Pennsylvania. Up- 
on tlie best Information that I could get 
from well posted Grand Army men, I as- 
certained thnt, out" of that 62,800 men, 
there wero- 55,800 who would be eligible 
for a State pension. The pension wtis 
graded at $00, $00 and $120 a year. It 
was also supposed that the number of short 
term men living exceeded thenumber of 
those who served over two" years or during 
the entire w«r. So that, after compllng 
nil the information that we could get, 
which was somewEH't extensive, a calcula- 
tion was made by which It was found that, 
under the bill, the sum of $82.50 per year 
would be required for each veteran. Mul- 
tiplying 55,800 by $82.50, we hada total of 
$4,608,500; and as it was necessary to pro- 
vide for five quarters (1 1-4 years) until 
the next ledslntura would meet, the total 
of 
appropriation required amounted to 
$5.734,000 and some hundred dollars. The 
bill called for one million dollars to be ap- 
propriated. Now, every soldier wno looks 
into" tuis matter can see how utterly Inade- 
juate that total would b,ave been. Some of 
the men who talked the loudest about that 
Pension bill said to me, "Let tbe bill go at 
a million dollars, and the Governor will 
ye to It because the amount la so ridiculous- 
and thnt will be the last you will ever hear 
ly smell as compared with what IB needed, 
of it." I can say for myself fSat I neTfiT 
fooled any man, and much less would ,,1 be 
guilty of deceiving an old soldier.

Eggs a Plenty. ~ 


Editor Gazette:—Those householders of 


the present day who. have difficulty in 
procuring fresh eggs, will be Interested in 
learning that tbe opening of Chinese 
Manchuria by the Japanese, besides dis- 
covering to the world many now and In- 
teresting things, yet old to the Chinese 
nation, has-eerved to Introduce id Eastern 
Russia a race of chickens wbioh by 
thousands of years of most attentive 
breeding bate been flxed lo their habits 
of laying eggs only at designated seasons 
of the year. 


They may ba divided into four families 


the spring, summer, autumn and winter 
layers, and t^uu by a succession of fens- 
Otis of laying, the Chinese hare kept in 
such a continuous supply that eggs are 
never hard to obtain as they aro with us. 


These Lena Valley chickens, which 


have topnota and huge tail feathers, lire 
always whitf, a colored one, if it does ap- 
pear, being instantly killed. 


They are very hardy, feeding on the In- 


exhaustible supplies of wild moss, roam- 
ing over the frozen snow and ice when 
the thermometer is down 'iclow zero, as 
unconcernedly ae if it was iu tbe OOs. 


Just hare, It may be added, the Man- 


ctmriane have a peou iar system of hatch- 
ing eggs by artificial Incubation In hot 
stable manure, aud are most successful; 
indeed securing ninety living ohicfcs from 
every hundred eggs, which is aa good an 
done iu tho most sclentionlly constructed 
incubators of the present day. 


This system of incubation bus been so 


long pursued, quite two thousand years, 
that the hens have completely lost all 
knowledge of tho ordinary form of hatch- 
ing oggR in a nest, und really think their 
vocation is ended with laying the eggs,
